These  groups  of  about  30 
will  meet  In  rooms  located  In  the  new  administration 
building.  Following  lunch,  and  lasting  the  rest  of 
the  afternoon,  the  new  students  would  have  a choice

Language  Placement  Tests,  E)  See  Advisers  for 
Special  Help,  F)  Discussion  of  International 
Programs,  and  G)  Tours  for  Parents.

Editorial  Comment 

During  the  winter  recess,  there  was  a three  day 
conference  at  Livingston  where  all  that  had  been  or 
should  have  been  accomplished  within  our  community 
during  the  previous  semester  was  discussed.  One 
such  matter  was  communication  among  the  students, 
faculty,  and  administration.  The  majority  of  those 
Involved  In  the  communication  workshop  were  very 
emphatic  over  the  need  for  some  sort  of  media  at 
Livingston.  They  were  not  content  with  just  reading 
TARGUM  and  listening  to  a near  muted  radio  station 
(WLIV).  It  was  obvious  that  a radio  station  was  not 
practical  at  the  time  because  of  financial  reasons, 
but  It  was  practical  and  POSSIBLE  that  a newspaper 
be  established,  not  an  editorial  piece.  Therefore, 
at  the  onset  of  the  second  semester,  about  forty  to 
fifty  students  attended  an  organizational  meeting  of 
Livingston's  first  newspaper,  which  is  now  called 
FANGO.  All  the  students  were  cognizant  of  the  fact 
that  we  have  a definite  lack  of  communication  among 
ourselves,  let  alone  between  faculty  and 
administration  and  that  a periodic  letter  from  Dean 
Lynton  and  Dean  Pervln  was  not  sufficient.  We  all 
agreed  that  a student  run  newspaper  was  essential  to 
remedy  this  problem.  Therefore,  we  brought  our 
proposal  to  the  Budget  Committee,  asking  that  they 
appropriate  money  to  begin  what  Is  now  falling 
apart.  The  reason  I say  that  our  endeavors  are 
beginning  to  d I s I n t erg  rate  Is  simply  because  of  a 
single  factor  which  affects  Livingston  College  like 
an  Infectious  desease-  APATHY.  The  numbers  of 
Interested  students  has  dwindled 
devote  most  of  their  spare  time 
time  to  coordinating  a newspaper, 
not  receive  credit,  nor  are  they 
for  working  on  FANGO.  It  would 
that  we  receive  personal  satisfaction  from  providing 
a newspaper  for  the  community.  We  are  producing  a 
piece  of  what  we  consider  Journalism  specifically  to 
aide  In  bringing  Livingston  College  together  and  ten 
eople  cannot  do  this  effectively.  It  must  be  a 

collective  goal  Involving  the  entire  school. 
Including  faculty  and  administration.  If  you  feel 
TARGUM  does  not  meet  your  personal  qualifications, 
then  why  the  hell  don't  you  do  something  about  It. 
FANGO's  address  appears  three  times  throughout  this 
I ssue . 

This  edition  Is  far  from  what  I want  as  well  as 
what  the  staff  wants,  but  we  cannot  attain  the  goals 
we  want  to  attain  unless  we  know  what  you  want  from 
the  paper.  It  seems  ridiculous  to  try  and  fill  a 

paper  with  superfluous  junk  just  to  say  there  Is  a 

newspaper  existing  here.  As  of  this  date,  we  have 
not  received  a single  response  from  the  first 

edition.  We  do  not  expect  a landslide  of  approval, 
nor  do  we  want  a negative  response.  All  that  must 
be  expected  Is  some  reaction  to  what  was  printed,  be 
It  positive  or  negative.  Is  the  student  atmosphere 
at  Livingston  so  far  gone  that  there  Is  neither? 

There  are  approximately  six  editions  left  to 
print  In  this  semester.  We  are  slowly  emptying  all 
the  resourses  we  have;  paper,  money,  writers,  and 
most  Important,  INTEREST. 

Our  policy  Is  to  give  every  faction  within  the 
college  community  a chance  to  put  In  print  what  they 
feel,  plan,  and  hope  to  be  established.  We  will  not 
patronize  any  single  group.  The  space  is  available 
and  any  group  has  the  option  of  submitting  a column 
If  they  choose  to  do  so.  We  will  not  beg  for  It. 
We  are  serving  you,  not  visa  versa.  Fridays  at 
4:30,  stories,  columns,  and  announcements  are 
submitted  for  publication.  We  have  tried  to  make 
FANGO  as  accessible  to  the  community  as  possible. 
We  cannot  go  any  further.  There  is  a column  and 
letter  policy.  Read  Itl 

I hope  that  students  at  Livingston  soon  come  to 
realize  that  we,  meaning  you  and  myself,  are  part 
of  a serious  problem,  and  unless  we  get  out  of  the 
"armchair-  B.S.-  syndrome",  we  will  not  accomplish 
a thing.  Media  Is  one  of  the  most  effective  means 
of  communication.

4)  The  faculty  advisers 
will  be  free  to  set  1 Imi ts 
on  the  number  of  advisees 
they  will  accept. 

Advisers  will  not  sign 
course  cards.  However 
Immediately  after 

registration  they  will  be 
Informed  of  the  programs 
of  their  advisees.  At 
that  point  they  will 
contact  students  with 
questionable  programs. 
The  faculty  adviser  wl 1 1 
be  the  one  to  review  the 
course  evaluation  reports 
with  students  at  the  end 
of  the  semester. 

5)  The  Interim  Facul ty 
Advisory  group  will  be 
composed  of  those  members 
of  the  faculty  who 
specifically  express  an 
Interest  In  participating 
in  this  program. 

6)  Each  department 
should  have  an  advisory 
group  of  students  that  can 
be  used  to  make 
recommendations  concerning 
the  contributions  of  the 
department  to  students. 

Dean  Pe rv I n said  the 
goals  of  the  new  advising 
system  would  be  "to  cut 
out  some  of  the  red  tape 
aspect  that  had  started  to 
become  a major  part  of 
advising,  like  course  card 
signatures,  and  to  leave 
more  time  for  students  to 
spend  talking  with  the 
adv i sers . " 

Besides  Pervln,  members 
of  the  committee  that 
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freshman  con’t 

"We'd  be  glad  to  have 
students  help  to  get  the 
whole  thing  going.  And 
we're  going  to  need 
students  to  be  here  on 
those  days,"  Pervln 
said. 

The  following  decisions 
were  reached  for  the 
Faculty  Advising  System  to 
be  Introduced  next  year: 

1)  Each  department  will 
provide  one  or  more 
department  representa- 
tive(s)  to  assist  students 
Interested  In  majoring  In 
the  various  departments. 

2)  Each  residential 
house  and  group  of 
commuters  should  have  at 
least  one  faculty  adviser. 
The  students  In  a house 
are  to  negotiate  those 
arrangements  with  the 
faculty  member  they  wish 
to  have  as  their 
adv iser. 

3)  Freshmen  will 
Initially  be  assigned  to 
an  Interim  faculty 
adviser.  Freshmen  will, 
however,  be  encouraged  to 
change  their  adviser  as 
they  get  to  know  various 
members  of  the  faculty. 
As  with  the  houses, 
students  will  arrange  with
